Portsmouth's Swell Tailor 


BOSTON, Oct. 31. — At the annual 


meeting of the Kepubjican club of 
Massachusetts, held in Music hall this 
evening, the keynote to the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1900 was struck and 
the issues which will dominate the 
campaign were developed with a clear- 
ness and brilliancy which augurs well 
for the republicans of the Bay state. 
Hon. JGhhu B. Hayes of Ljnn prebided 
and the hall was thronged with the 
leading men ol' the party throughout 
the state. Enthut-iaBm was rampant 
and the addresses were punctuated with 
frequent and vociferous applause. Tie 
speakers were: Hon. Theodore Roose 
velt, governor of Kew York; Hon. 
Henry CabJt Lodge, 
junior senator 


from Massachusetts; Governor Wolcott, 
Lieut. Col. W. Murray Crane 
and 


Speaker John L. 15ateR. the two latter 
being the nominefrp oi the republican 
party for governor and lieutenant gov- 
ernor. Mr. Lodge spoke in substance 
aa follows: 


It is in regard to this last question, 


which is uppermost in the public rnicd, 
that I desire to speak to you. 
Let us 


begin by dismissing all the idle j irgou 
and cant about iaipeiialibin, a perfectly 
meaningless word, full of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing. Let us con- 
sider in plain and simple fa&hion the 
practical question, «Inch is our policy 
in regard to the Philippine islands, ^e 
are rightfully in those islands. The only 
govercment and the only sovereignty in 
the Philippines wore those of Spain, 
and they have been transferred to us. 
Rightfully and righteously in the Phil- 
ippines, as a conbequence of Dewey's 
great victory in Manila Bay, wo have 
been attacked there by insurgent natives 
of the island un ler chiefs who would 
now be vegetating in exile at Hong 
Kong unhonored and unsung had it not 
been lor the 
American 
fleet 
and 


the 
American 
army. 
These 
in- 


aurgenta, just before the ratification of 
the treaty of peace, attacked our troops 
wantonly and without provocation, and 
that was the way the war began. 
The 


insurgent leaders showed to us the 
blackest ingratitude, and there is no 
proof whatever that they represent even 
the Tagal minority of the people of one 
island 
Their leadter is a self-seeking 


adventurer who has made bimseif dic- 
tator and created for his own purposes 
whatever shadow of governmont they 
have. That, in plain language, is the 
situation, and such being the situation 
what does it behoove us to do? For my 
own part I bave neither doubt nor ques 
tion. 1 believe in retaining the Philip- 
pine islands, and have always believe 1 
iu that policy. They should be retained 
aa a possession of the United States, not 
incorporated in our body politic nor 
brought within our tariff. I believe that 
we should first put down disorder and 
restore peace, and that then we should 
give to those islands the best govern- 
ment possible, which I know we are en- 
tirely capable of doing. I believe that 
our first and immediate duty, to which 
all others are subordinate, is to push 
this war with all the energy and re 
sources we can command to a prompt 
and successful conclusion, and 1 there- 
fere shall sustain with my utmost effort 
the administration of President McKin- 
ley, which is charged with that duty, in 
all measures for the accomplishment of 
its difficult Usk. Such is my o«n po 
sition, snub I believe to be tho right 
position to be taken by the people of 
the United States, and I have uo doubt 
that they will take it. 


The American people have crossed 


the continent. They are building np an 
empire—pardon the word—on tbcir Pa 
oino coast. Tb»t coast, with the excep- 
tion of British Columbia, is all Ameri- 
can. Thsnee they look out across tho 
Pacific. 


Tbe coast OB the other side has be- 


coma of vital interest to us, for we' 
mean that part of the mighty river of 
Eastern trade shall flow no longer west 
ward, but turn its course to the Eait, 
and pour through the Golden Gate, the 
deep waters of Portland, and ere long 
through the Nicaragua canal into the 
United State?. Oar trade wiUi China 
has been growing rapidly. We ask 
n~> 


favors; we only ask that we shall be ad- 
mitted to that great market upou the 
same terms with the rest of the world. 
But within a few years we 
have seen 


Russia closing in upon the Chinese em- 
fire. To her vast possessions ia Europe 
and Siberia she its planning to add the 
Chinese empire, with its 450,000,000 
people. If sha succeeds we shall not 
only be excluded from those markets, 
but we shall stand face- to face with a 
power controlling an extent of territory 
and a rntss of population th? like of 
which tho world has never seen. 
Iu 


the presence of such a colobsus cf deu- 
pofism and military socialism the wel- 
f.tre of every free people is in danger. 
Long bsi'ore any one dreamed that we 
should ever know the Philippines ex 
ceptby name, some of us in Washing- 
ton had foreseen this peril looming on 
the horizon, and had realized that soon- 
er or later tho United States in more 
self defence would be obliged to 


subdue this insume ion, we can bring 
peace and order to these islands, we can 
givo liborty and.prosperity to their in 
habitants. It is our duty to stay then* 
and do these things. Shall we heoitate 
in the presence of such a duty and such 
vast and vivid iuteres's cf our own? 
Shall we make what Dante calls the 
"great refusal," shall wo call home 
Dewey's ships, shall we bid ovr soldiers 
retreat, shall we haul down the flag,ond 
as we fold it up write upon it "failure", 
a word which has never been there yet? 
There is but one answer that I can 
make to these questions, but one an- 
swer that the American people, brave 
and high spirited as they are, will make, 
and that answer is never, never, never.

tain our rights the wisest man was not 
prepared to say.

Manila and we were the masters of the 
Philippines. 
Wo were 
an Eastern 


power. I do not want you to think 
that I exaggerate the importance to the 
A\orld of this event, and so I will ask 
you to bear with me while I read a brief 
extract from a book by a very distin- 
guished French economist and public- 
ist, M. Gustavo Le Bon. He knows 
but little of the United States; his btate 
nocrus in regard to us arc nearly always 
grotesquely false; like moat Europeans, 
lie dibhkes us, but ho has a profound 
sense of our power and meaning in the 
world, and ho is a very disinterested 
witness. This is what he says: 


"A circumstance that no one coulcl 


have foreseen, thfc conquest of the Phil- 
ippines by the United States, can alone 
retard or prevent this absorption of the 
East by liuseia, an absorption which 
would be ruino'JB to the West, and 
would mirk the end of the advance of 
liberal ideas in Europe. The conquest 
of tue Philippines, eo near to China 
brings the United States to the centie 
of the Chinese question, upon the des- 
tinies of which feeble Spain could not 
have exercised any influence. 
The 


influence of the United States, and that 
of England, will reestablish, perhaps, 
the equilibrium of the scales, which 
we>-o leaning more and more heavily to 
one side." 


Tnis French writer sees in our ap- 


pearance in the Philippines not merely 
the direct value of tho islands to us, 
which I believe will be large when pro- 
perly developed, but the fact that our 
coming there makes us an Eastern pow- 
er, and that we may be able to save the 
East, not solely for ourselves, but for 
France, and for all the nations of West- 
ern Europe. He sees that by throwing 
our weight into the scales we may be 
able to keep those vast regions and 
those teeming millions not only open to 
our trade and commerce, but open to 
the light of Western civilization, and 
thus save them from sinking down into 
the darkness of the Russian winter. 


There ia another side to the question, 


the side of duty and of honor. .We were 
brought to the Philippines by the for- 
tune of war. I can conceive of differ- 
ences of opinion as to the wisdom of 
our keeping them. I can understand 
differences of opinion its to our methods 
of governing and administering them, 
but I cannot understand when our 
soldiers are in the field,face to face with 
an enemy, that there should be any par 
ty, or any organization of men in this 
country, ready to cry out '-surrender!" 
The soldiers of the United States in the 
Philippines, where tb.-y have the right 
to be by the laws of nations, by 
the laws of this country and by the laws 
of sound morals are fighting with the 
public enemies of the United States. 
Under those circumstances I see'bul 
one course. I do not know how others 
may vote, but 1 vote with the army that 
wears the vmiform and carries the flag 
of my country. 
When the' enemy has 


yielded and the war is over, we can dis- 
cuss other matters of government and 
administration. 


If we fail in a national duty, if wo re 


treat before an armed enemy, we weak 
en and wo injure the national glory ant 
tbe faith that goes wHhit. We can

Instead of confiding the direction of 


her estates to fri'perlnteudents and 
overseers, and living a life of ease, 
Mrs. Wilder is her own superintendent 
and overseer, and has made such a 
success of it that the men of the State 
recognize her as a very shrewd busi- 
ness woman. 


Mrs. Wilder is a unique figure. She 


belongs to one of the oldest families 


I 


LELIA SETON WILDER, 


n the country, of which Mgr. Seton, of 
S'ew Jersey, is a connection, and on 
;he distaff side descends from Koger 
Williams. She is a desceudent of the 
famous Seton family, several members 
of which had their heads chopped off 
aud their estates confiscated for their 
loyalty to Mary «Jueeu of Scots. In 
the New York branch of this family 
is now held a painting of herself, giv- 
en by the unhappy Queen to David 
Setou, who was Controller of the 
Revenue in 1593. 


Possibly some of Mrs. Wilder's love 


of politics comes trom the olil adher- 
ents of Queen Mary, for her home on 
the Decatur plantations is a rendez- 
vous, and Mrs. Wilder a favorite house 
party hostess of national and State 
politicians, and the woman planter is 
not without that political influence so 
dear to the soul oil the true Southern 
woman as the wields it in drawing 
room and across the dinner table. 


Mrs. Wilder persistently declines to 


enter clubdom or champion woman 
suffrage. "All the political power I 
want," she often nays, "is that which 
my men friends will exercise for me, 
and it's a heap more fun than those 
Western women have who run for of- 
tice aud go to Legislatures. I can al- 
ways find two 01 three men to vote 
my way for me." 


Among Mrs. Wilier'a possessions is 


Uie old bank in Docatur, under which 
she hopes some tliae to discover a 
buried treasure. Ihe bank was built 
in 1832 for a State bank. During the 
civil war it was ubed both as a hospi- 
tal and fort, and *'?as one of the live 
buildings left staaOing at the close of 
the struggle. / Several yeare ago an old 
soldier wrote to Mrs. Wilder saying 
that he knew of a largo sum of money 
being hidden in the bank, but he was 
too poor to come to show where it 
was unless his fare were paid. It 
was too fishy a story to notice, but 
later Mrs. Wiltler's brother-in-law, who 
was in the \\&r, said that while camp- 
ed at Decatur he heard money was 
buried in the bank, and was supposed 
to be the proceeds of the robbery of 
a government pay car near Decatur. 
Of course Mrs. AS llder is not tearing 
down u stone bank far nothing, but 
any one who can locate the buried 
treasure will get a hearing from its 
owner.

—the palm-leaf fans are excellent for 
this pur|K>He when a strong, steady 
light is desired without glare. For a 
round shade It Is likely that five or six 
might be needed. 


When refurnishing some portions of 


your hoitbe thin autumn, If you would 
save labor eventually, remember that 
matting, with rugs, should cover tbe 
floor nearly nil over over the house, in- 
stead of carpets. The reason is that 
wiping over and taking away the dust 
quietlj, takes less time than sweeping 
—which always makes work through 
set generously distributing the dust all 
over the room. WFth good wall papers, 
but few ornaments, pictures and little 
drapery or furniture are needed. Only 
clean a thing when it Is apparently nec- 
essary—for Instance, wash off dirty 
marks on paint, but do not of necessity 
wash all the paint. This does not ap- 
ply to cleaning sinks and such things. 


Do not sonk clothes over night. - It 
sets the dirt when the water gets cold. 
Look over the soiled pieces and rub 
soap ou the worst spots and put them 
In the tub with hot water to cover. I-iet 
them souk until the black stockings 
and woolens are washed and out of the 
way. 
Then wash the white clothes 


next and then the colored ones. 


If every three days (much depends on 


the use and position of the room, of 
course) the tloor of a room is run over 
•u ith a carpet sweeper, dust at the cor- 
ners collected, and the room be quietly 
dusted, it will not require the thorough 
housecleauing so frequently given by, 
housewives. 


Arrange your housekeeping so that 


you will ha\e lighter work, turn your 
leisure into time for outdoor life rather 
than for sewing: learn to live in the 
air and the passion for new things, per- 
fect things, more things will take its 
proper place. 


Always wash 
woolens 
separately 


from cottons. Wash in quite warm 
water, add a tablespoonful of borax to 
each pail or water, rub sou]) Into the 
water—not on the woolens—and rinse 
in two quite hot waters. Iron before 
dry, and they will look like new until 
worn out.

Neosho County's wgnum farmer, Is full 
if interest. Mrs. lA-uibach lives four 
miles northwest of Erie. She has a 
comfortable home, a quarter section of 
excellent land and money at Interest. 
All tills i presents the saving, scrimping 
thrift and foresight of twelve years as 
u woman farmer. Mr. Lembach died 
In 1S87. When his widow came to take 
stock of his available assets she found 
that they were a stout heart and a 
quarter section of partially raw land, 
There was u mortgage of $1,700 on 
the farm and other obligations aggre- 
gating more than $500. In the house 
were six little children, the oldest a boy 
of 11 years. Then it was that Mrs. 
Lembach put her hand literally to the 
plow, and until her children grew In- 
to manhood and womanhood, she was 
her own hired man and her own mald- 
of-all-work. She plowed and planted, 
sowed and reaped, not by proxy, but 
with her own hands. She kept her chil- 
dren in school, comfortably clothed and 
fe<l, and did double stint every work 
day of her life. She attended strictly 
to the duties of her farm, and in seven 
years the mortgage was a grim recollec- 
tion. The mountain of debt had disap- 
peared from her perspective. She still 
manages the farm on which she ac- 
cumulated $10.000, practically unaid- 
ed, in twelve years. But she takes life 
easier now, the burden has grown light 
in the carrying. 


It is doubtful if there in a more suc- 


cessful woman operating a large farm 
in Kansas than Mrs. Seretta Bucher, 
who owns and personally manages a 
farm of 4r><> acies near Douglass, in 
Butler County. Nine years ago, after 
a successful period of seven years in 
Kansas fanning. Mr. Buchor died. Ills 
widow immediately took upon herself 
the great responsibility of the manage-

If 
yon are so situated that you can do 
neither, as in a church, lectiueroom or 
steam car, breathe deeply, rapidly and 
noiselessly until you are satisfied that 
your body lias passed from a negative 
to a positive condition." 


To Keep the Hands Soft.

Hands which easily become, rough 


and red, may be greatly benefited by 
washing them two or three times a 
day in oatmeal water. Take some good 
fine oatmenl mid boll it in water for an 
hour, strain, and u«e the liquid for the 
bands. It should be made fresh every 
day in summer, aud every other day 
in winter, as it soon becomes sour and 
smells unpleasant. I'm- hands which 
are unusually red and coarse this 
one to two hours. If they are peeled 
cases a few grains of chloride of lime 
should bo added to the warm and soft 
water UhCd for washing. Cacao cream 
is frequently used for softening and 
whitening the hands. It Is composed 
of cacao butter, oil of sweet almonds, 
and rMiiied white wax in equal parts. 
Melt thorn together and stir until cold.

WHY CAPT. LfcARY DEPORT- 


ED THE FRIARS. 


After Exhausting All Other Msan* 


Capt. Leary Furnishes the Friar* 
With Free Transportation and Or- 
dtra Them to Leave—Only On* of 
Them Left on The Island. 


Washington, Oct. 31.—The Navy Do- 


partment has received an interesting 
report from Capt. Leary, naval gov- 
ernor of the Island of Ouam, in the 
Ladron.es. The governor has been 
obliged to adopt heroic measures to 
ensure a proper administration of af- 
fairs there. Capt. Leary soon learn- 
ed that his authority was being sub- 
verted, and every measure of reform 
which he proposed was bring defeated 
by the hostile influence ol the friars. 
They resisted every decree, no matter 
of what character, from a spirit of in- 
tense conservatism and a belief that 
any disturbance of the order of things 
which had governed the island for so 
many yqars would lose them their 
bold upon tho natives. 


After exhausting all other means, 


Capt. Leary reports that he was oblig- 
ed to notify half a dozen of the friars 
that they might have free transporta- 
tion away from Guam and he should 
expect them to avail themselves of 
the offer. That left but one friar on 
the island, and he was n man whose 
character and reputation -was such as 
to convince Capt. Leary of his fitness 
to remain. 


Representatives Are Returning. 
( 


Washington, Oct. 31.—It is notice- 


able that within the last week or sol 
the various representatives of foreign 
nations have been returning to Wash- 
ington, and the diplomatic circle is 
presenting a larger assemblage than 
has ever been known before at this 
time of the year. To b« sure, many 
of the embassies and legations are 
under the direction of charges d'at 
falres, but announcements from abroad 
are that the Ambassadors and Min- 
isters are hastening back to their 
posts in Washington. It is also said 
that tho changes spoken of in sonic of 
the embassies will not take place, and 
Washington will see next winter the 
same familiar faces in the ambas- 
sadorial ranks as last year. Lord 
Paunccfote, although raised to the 
peerage, comes back and takes his 
place as Dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps; and Jules Cambon, who has so 
frequently been spoken of as France's 
new Ambassador to Switzerlard, is 
making preparations to return to the 
United States, and is expected here in 
a few weeks. It is now stated that 
M. Camhon will remain Ambassador 
to the United States at least for some 
months, and should there be any 
change, he will go as Military Gov- 
ernor to Algeria and not to Switzer- 
land. 


The Administration Is anxio'is for 


the adoption of its plan for tho expan- 
sion of American trade and influence, 
especially in China, and it IB said that 
negotiations are In progress and some- 
what advanced toward the develop- 
ment of this policy, and that before 
Congress has been long in session 
there will be some important an- 
nouncements in this connection. 
It 


is shown that our interests in the way 
of trado developments coincide at this 
time with those of Great Britain, and 
BO far as this extends it is designed 
that there shall be co-operation be-j 
tween the two governments. 
It is the 


intention of the Administration to 
open up the Chinese trade to the ports 
on the Atlantic coast as well as those 
on tho Pacific. From the ahove it 
can be seen how important it is for 
the members of the Diplomatic Corps 
to return to Washington.

ROOSEVELT'S VIEWS. 


In His Thanksgiving Proclamation He 


Refers to Expansion. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 31.—Governor 


Roosevelt's Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion is as follows: 


"During the last year this State has 


been blessed with prosperity and with 
order. 
Under Providence each man 


has been permitted to live his life and 
do his work as seemed best to him, 
provided only that he in nowise inter- 
fered with the liberty and well being 
of his fellows. Moreover, the people 
of this state are not merely New York- 
ers; they are Americans, and as such 
they have shared in the blessings that 
have come upon America during the 
year that has gone by. 
"It, is right that we should give 


thanks for the prosperity that has 
come to the nation, and for the way 
in which this great people, in the first 
flush of its mighty manhood, is mov- 
ing forward to meet its destiny, and 
to do without flinching every duty 
with which the destiny brings it face 
to face. 


"Therefore I, Theodore Roosevelt, 


Governor of tho State of New York, 
do hereby set apart Thursday, the 
thirtieth day of November, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-nine, as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer. 


"Done at the Capitol In Albany this 


thirtieth day of October, in the year 
of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
ninety-nine.

MRS. BERKELEY PROSTRATED. 


Mother of Dead Cornell Student In a 


Delirium of Grief. 


.Brooklyn, Oct. 31.—In a delirium of 


grief that forms the most affecting 
protest against college hazing ever 
presented, Mrs. Edward Fairfax Berke- 
ley, the mother of the Cornell fresh- 
man who was killed by hazing, lies at 
the home of Mrs. T. B Coles, her sls- 
ler, No 909 Union street. She knows 
that her son lost his life through the 
folly of his classmates, but no one- has 
yet dared to tell her the truth. She 
does not know that her son, dripping 
with pcr&piratlon after a long run, 
was given aii order which compelled 
him, though he could not swim, to 
Jump into Seneca Canal in an effort to 
roach one of the wooden supports of a 
railroad trestle spanning the water- 
way. 
Afterwards in his clenched hand 


was found the senseless note, which 
he had been ordered to pin to the rail- 
road trestle: 
"Am in. Be ready. 


Throe miles this side of Oillet's. 


Mr. Berkeley, the boy's father, is 


taking tho body to St. Louis, his home, 
for burial. The tragedy is made sad- 
der by the prominence of tho Bcrke- 
loys and the fact that Edward Fairfax 
Beikeley. Jr., was an only son. 
His 


grandfather, Edward Fairfax Berke- 
ley, was one ot the most ominent 
Episcopal ministers of the middle 
west. 
He was Henry Clay's clergy- 


man. 
Mrs. Cole said to-day: 


"It is a shame that a bright, ambi- 


tious young man should not he allowed 
to go to college .and through his stud- 
ies without being subjected to that 
murderous hazing. 
The first report 


from the college said that Edward's 
death was caused by an accident, but 
there is no doubt in our minds that 
his initiation into that secret society 
was the direct cause of the tragedy. 
We are determined upon a rigid exam- 
ination. Edward cannot be brought to 
life by anything that we may be able 
to do, but we hope to be the cause of 
preventing other tragedies of a like 
nature. 
The newspapers alone, by 


drawing widespread attention to this 
terrible hazing, can put a stop to it."

The Lord Mayor of Dublin crossed 


Us legs afld filled bis briar-wood pipe. 
He was on a comfortable settee In tbe 
Hoffman House, New York, and be 
felt comfortable himself. 


"Do you know." said he to a New 


York World reporter, pressing the to- 
bacco firmly down into the bowl and 
striking a match, " we are going to get 
home rule In Ireland eventually? It 
may take some time, to be sure, but 
I believe we will win. We have gone 
a long way already. 
It is bound to 


come." 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin speaks 


beautiful English, but it is beautiful 
Irish, too. 
His English is pure and 


undented. Written, it would compare 
with any English. 
Spoken, it h,as 
the softest brogue. 
It is Irish all 


through, but never a tense is violated, 
never a case. 
The grammar is all 


there, and the rhetoric 
The brogue 


la all in the manner it is dropped from 
the lips of the most august citizen 
of Ireland's capital—Daniel Tallon, 
Esquire, Lord Mayor of Dublin. 
: 


"The late extension 
of the 
fran- 
chise," he said, taking a few medita- 
tive puffs of the stubby pipe, "is do- 
Ing everything for Ireland. 
It has 
been in operation only a few months, 
but it has already woiked wonders. 


Managing Local Affairs. 


"We now have the management o 


local affairs In our own hands Here 
tofore they have been in the bands oi 
Grand Juries, composed of the land 
lord class, whom we look upon as the 
garrisons of England in Ireland. 


"Now we have got the affairs of the 


country districts—the county affairs- 
in our own hands. These are managed 
directly by the representatives of the' 
people elected by them 
Town Ma-, 


yors, sheriffs, bailiffs, justices, all, 
are elected by the people. 
We are1 


fast coming to American ideas, when1 
we will elect all oui officers. 
If the 
people choose to elect the landlords 
to govern, why, all right 
Let the 


majority rule. 


"We, of course, would like to see 


a Parliament sitting in Dublin to gov 
ern Ireland. 
We would like to see 


such a Parliament having the power 
of imposing taxes on Ireland, which 
we now feel are unjust and excessive. 
As a matter of fact Ireland is now 
taxed £2,730,000 more than she should 
pay, or nearly $14,000,000. 
These are 


not our figures; these are the figures 
of the Royal Commission on the fin 
anoial relations between Ireland and 
Great Britain 
This in excess of the 


amount we should 
pay under the; 
treaty of the Act of Union." 


The Lord Mayor had dropped his 
jolly mood now, and was getting serl-, 
ous 
He puffed fast on his pipe and 


laid down the law with emphatic ges- 
tures 
He uncrossed his legs and: 
leaned forward. 
"These Royal Commissioners," he] 


continued, "were men of great abili 
ty in questions of finance They knew 
how wronged Ireland fead been and 
is on matters of taxation There were] 
Englishmen, Irishmen, and Scotchmen 
on the Commission. 
All were of th 
highest attainments 
Of the English 


I may state all were masters of fin 
ance. 
"The seventh article of the Treatj 


of Union provided that out of every 
£100 raised by taxation in the Uni 
ted Kingdom, Great Britain should 
pay £88 and Ireland £12. These pro 
portions were explicitly stated by Pit 
and Lord Castlereagh to be based up- 
on the taxable capacities of the two 
kingdoms. 
If this bargain had been 


kept Ireland would be taxed nearly 
£3.000.000 less than she is to-day.

When Mrs. Geralde wc-ut 
into another room for a few minutes 
the child opened the bag and took 
from it a big bone button. She placed 
It in her mouth and it slipped down 
her throat, lodging in the windpipe. 
Mrs. Geralde heard the child gasping 
for breath and hurried into the room. 
The mother frantically tried to dis- 
lodge the button Finding her efforts 
unavailing she sent for a physician. 
The doctor came at once but tried in 
vain to get the button from the child's 
throat 
Mrs. Geralde almost beside 


herself with fear, hurriedly summoned 
two other physicians of the neighbor- 
hood. 
The continued efforts of the 


three physicians, however, failed to 
dislodge the button, and they dis- 
paired of saving the child s life Mrs. 
Geralde would not give up hope, and 
thinking they might know of some 
method of dislodging the button which 
the physicians in attendance had not 
tried, she called in two more doctors. 
The five doctois, too, agreed that it 
was hopeless to try to save the child's 
life 
They told Mrs. Geralde that 


they had employed every method 
known to them to get the button out, 
but that it could not be dislodged 


"Oh, do not let her die," she cried. 


"I will give $1,000 It you save her" 


The doctors shook their heads, but 


continued working on the child Little 
Annie was slowly dying and the physi- 
cians told the mother that her daugh- 
ter could live but a few minutes. 


"I would give my own life for hers," 


said the mother pitifully 
"Save her 


and I will give you $5,000." 


The physicians looked at each other 


helplessly and shook their heads 
again 
"I will give you $10,000 
I can pay 


you, only save her!" 


"It is Ufaeless," said one of the doc- 


tors, turning away from the little girl.

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THE DANGEROUS AGE. 


JTime at Which Men and Women Get 


Entangled in Matrimony. 


The most dangerous age for a bach- 


elor is under 26 Vi, to be accurate, 26- 
35, as the registrar general dryly puts 
it in his. statistical return juat Issued, 
says the St. Louis Republic. 
The 


most joyous and delightful age for a 
woman is something over 24%—24.50. 
That is to say, that it was at those pre- 
cise ages that the average bachelor 
of last year and the average maid be- 
ame one. 


The bachelor, however, becomes 


more wary year by year. He was older 
n 1898 than in 1897, when he fell in 
o the toils The average bachelor was 
married In 1897 at 26 30 years of age, 
quite 05 less. The girl, too, has to wait 
onger now than she used to She was 
05 of a year younger in 1897 when she 
[became a wife than in 1898. As for the 
people who marry as minors, they are 
•apidly becoming a vanishing number, 
among men, at least; eighty-four out 
of every 1,000 husbands in 1874 were 
married under the age of 21, and so 
'were 227 out of every 1,000 women. 
The boy husband has come down to 
fifty-one per 1,000 now; the girl wives 
have dropped to 170 per 1,000. There 
have not been so few boy and girl 
marriages at auy time since 1851. 


Of the total marriages in 1898, 42,- 


J751 persons were minors. 
Of these 


there were "2 girls 14 years; 10, 15; 
|158, 16, five boys, 16; 664 boys, 17; 1,« 
196 girls, 17, and 3,303 boys and 6,294 
(girls, 18; over 1S the girl-wives run in- 
to tens of thousands, and actually 
nearly 19,000 youths of 20 were mar- 
iried. 


There has been a decided slump in 


widowers and widows of late In 1871 
138 husbands and 100 wives in every 
1,000 
were widowers and widows re- 


spectively. Things have changed since 
then; there were but 98 widowers and 
]69 widows in every 1,000 in 1898. The 
jwidower, by the way, is obviously 
more dangerous to the susceptible 
heart of the opposite sex than the 
.widow. It is to be noted, however, 
that when the widow selects a bache- 
|lor as her husband she takes a man 
nearly two years her junior; when 
she chooses a widower her husband is 
nearly five years older than herself.

In June of next year the people ot 


the United States will be counted for 
the twelfth time since the establish- 
ment of our government 
"It will re- 


quire about fifty thousand enumera- 
tors," writes Clifford Howard in the 
November Ladies' Home Journal, "to 
take the census, and their work must 
be finished in one month's time, or 
by the first week of July, 1900. That 
means that about seventy five million 
people must be recorded in thirty 
days, or at the rate of two and a half 
million a day 
The rate will be even 
greater than this, however, for in 
towns and cities of eight thousand 
inhabitants the enumeration must be 
completed within ,two weeks. 
The 


enumerators will not be permitted to 
have any assistance in the work; It 
must be done by them in person, ex 
cept in such sections of the country 
as contain a great many foreigners 
where the employment of interpreters 
will be allowed, as otherwise it would 
be next to impossible to secure the 
necessary data. The enumerators will 
be paid for their services in accord- 
ance with the amount of work they 
are called upon to do."
